AID CANOPY TESTS

"Frogmen"   usually found only with the, seagoing Navy, are now play- 
Ing an important role for the airborne Navy at Douglas Aircraft's El Segundo di­ 
vision.

Garbed in complete frogman underwater equipment, two engineering lab-
<* 'oratory technicians are current­ 

ly partielpating in underwater 
canopy jettison tests being car 
ried out at the Douglas plant 
to determine safety characteris­ 
tics of aircraft being produced 
for the U. S. Navy.

The tests simulate conditions 
(experienced when an airplane 
falls from the deck of an air­ 
craft carrier in service opera­ 
tions.

U*in; a large 21-foot deep 
water tank, of 04,000 gallon 
capacity, Douglam technicians 
lower a forward fuwlage sec­ 
tion of an airplane deep into 
the water, then .jet U son the 
canopy to find if a pilot could 
safely eucape from a "ditched" 
aircraft after it begins to 
sink under the water. 
Contrasted sharply against an 

aircraft manufacturing back­ 
ground, the two "frofrmen"  
Joe McDonald and Dick Syno- 
vek submerge into the water 
to retrieve the canopy after it 
has boon jettisoned from the 
fuselage section. They also 
make underwater repairs and 
inspection of the triggering 
mechanisms, then report their 
findings to engineers topside on 
the tank. Oftentimes the under­ 
water "explosion" causes parts 
to scatter, and the frogmen re­ 
trieve them for engineering 
studies.

Tests have been carried out 
with the A4D, F4D, and F5D. 

The testing program is a 
joint effort of the Douglas El 
Segundo division engineering 
department's equipment and in­ 
teriors section headed by Ray 
Moldt, and the test laboratory, 
with P. G. Smith as administra­ 
tor. Coordinating the project 
are Otto J. Mirmich and Herman 
Hall of the equipment and in­ 
teriors group, and Elwood Per- 
ren, engineering laboratory. 
Minnich has been associated 
with the A4D and F5D, and 
Hall with the F4D.

In order to carry out the 
underwater canopy jettison 
te»ts, the forward fuselage of 
the airpane is cradled in a 
large jig1, and lifted by crane 
to the top of the tank. It is 
lowered into the tank at a 
sinking rate of on« foot per 
second. Firing of the. canopy 
Is dene manually will a lan­ 
yard from the nurface when 
the section Is between 14-15 
in depth.
Both upright and Inverted 

tests have been conducted in 
order to determine if the canopy 
could be jettisoned by the pilot 
under both conditions after a 
water crash. Tests results have 
proved conclusively that the can­ 
opy will open at both positions, 
giving the pilot a chance for sur­ 
vival after a *ea crash.

WHAT IT IS
A torque converter is a form 

of hydraulic transmission, com­ 
parable to an automatic trans­ 
mission on a car. that provides 
a high degree of flexibility in 
operation of equipment. In 
starting to lift a heavy load, 
the torque converter acts as an 
automatic "stepless" transmis­ 
sion. Starts are smoother .and 
acceleration of the load is fast­ 
er. Equipment is easier to op­ 
erate and can be controlled more 
precisely.

The new line is the outgrowth 
of development work started at 
the Torrance plant in the mid­ 
dle thirties, when National Sup­ 
ply began equipping its big drill­ 
ing rigs with fluid couplings, 
another form of hydraulic 
transmission. On smaller rigs, 
manufactured at Toledo, the 
company was able to use torque 
converters, of a type made for 
automotive use. and began buy­ 
ing these in 1939.

The wealth of experience with 
fluid driven oil field machinery 
prompted the company to de­ 
sign a complete family of heavy 
duty converters. Two sizes were 
put In production at Toledo in 
1953. and since that time have 
proved themselves in the rough 
est kinds of service in oil fields 
all over the world.

An exhaustive market study 
indicated that there also is a 
need for heavy duty torque con 
verters in mining, logging, earth 
moving, and other industrial op­ 
erations in which heavy machin 
ery is subject to frequent start 
ing and stopping and must meet 
widely varying load require­ 
ments.

Omar The Octopus And Big 
Bertha The Sea Bass Here

Two gargantuas of the sea 
have taken up residence at Ma- 
rineland of the Pacific this sum­ 
mer. They are Omar. the giant 
octopus and Big Bertha, the 400 
pound black sea bass, the larg­ 
est in captivity.

Marineland collecting crews 
captured the specimens on expe­ 
ditions to the California channel 
aboard the Geronimo.

Omar the largest octopus and 
his two companions range from 
90 to 100 pounds with tentacle 
preads of 10 to 14 feet. Frank 

Brocato, captain of. the collect­ 
ing crew, found the octopus 
near Santa Barbara Island and 
trapped them in 300 feet of wa­ 
ter. Prior to this find, it was 
thought that the giant octopus 
was common only in waters 
farther north.

The octopodes reign over sun­ 
dry sea life, such as ling cod, 
crabs and starfish in their 
super-cooled sea grotto at Ma­ 
rineland. The octopus is a deep 
water creature and thrives best 
in water of 48 degrees.

To air condition the sea apart­ 
ment an all glass heat exchang­ 
er was installed and plastic pipe 
fittings are used throughout the 
octopus tank water system.

The eight tentacled sea animal 
belongs to the shell fish family 
and carries its shell in Hie cen­ 
ter of its body. From here, the 
octopus uses its parrot-like beak 
to strike prey enfolded in its 
powerful arms. For protection 
against an enemy, the octopus 
may release an inky fluid. This 
usually enables the octopus to 
escape in a cloud of ink but 
many times he is poisoned by 
his own smoke screen.

In a battle with another octo­ 
pus, one of Omar's colleagues 
lost a tentacle. This was not as 
dlsasterous as it may sound, for 
like 1he starfish, the octopus 
can grow another arm. How­ 
ever, while the now extremity 
in growing the octopus is vul 
nerable to attack from his ene­ 
mies.

Big Bertha, the black sea bass, 
presented problems to her cap­

tors Brocato and his assistant, 
Boots Callandrino. It took £»' 
two veteran fishermen hours of 
struggle with the fighting 400 
pound bass on the end of a mile 
of line.

It is still a mystery how the. 
two men hauled the monster' 
aboard the Geronimo when, at I 
Marineland It took eight and *.> 
large crane to transfer Berth*' 
from the boat to the Oceanari- 
um. There are now several Big' 
Berthas on display at MarnB-l 
land which were caught on the! 
ocean floor near San Clementei 
and £anta Barbara Islands.

Because of their enormous 
si/.e and deep water haunts, few 
of these giants are captured^ 
alive. Marineland Is fortunate to 
have several black sea bass 
roaming its four-story tanks.

The new goliaths of Marine- 
land are a worry to their f< 
ers for they do not like the 
rineland menu. It is feared that 
the bass will suddenly devour, 
the equally rare golden group-- 
ers, striped bass and yellow tail.
